They had stopped at the 
Angelus Hotel one night—on 4dif- 
ferent floors. Next night they drove 
to San Diego. 

She rode beside him in the car. 
Her hand, straying touched a gun 
he had upon his hip. 

“Do you carry this all the time?” 
she asked. 

“No,” he replied. “I'm packing 
this gun for one purpose only. |! 
may murder a man tonight it I 
get home and find him with my 
wife.” . 

She doesn't remember whether 

he mentioned Clark's name or 
not: she thinks he did.

Reach Verdict 

Hires Veto end 
Nine for Acquittal 


Justice of State Market Law| 


. Attacked in Trial 


{EXCLUSIVE DISPATCH) 

REDLANDS, Oct. 18. —— The 
State market law which has been 
charged with being too stringent 
was not found so today when the 
jury in the case of the State against 
the H. G. Chaffee Grocery Com- 
pany failed to reach a verdict aft- 
er hearing evidence in the case 
charging the company with offer- 
ing for sale apples not up to the 
standard requirements ofthe law. 
The jury debated some time and 
was released when it could not 
agree on a verdict. The jury stood 
nine for acquittal, three for con- 
viction. 

While the case against the de- 
fendant was on a direct charge of 
buying @nd selling apples not up 
to the etardard required by the 
law as represented by State inspec- 
tors now at wark, there was an- 
other apparent throughout 
the trial. The issue was as to the 


Sustuess of the law which pro- 


vides that cull apples may be sold 
te commercial Orme to make into 
by-products but cannot be sold di- 
rect to consumiers to be made up 
into by-products in the home. 


PASSED BY INSPECTOR 

The State was fepresented by 
-M. O. Hert, deputy District Attor- 
ney, and Lee Monroe, manager for 
the H. G. Chaffee Company here, 
Was represented by Attorney U. F. 
Lewis. Mr. Monroe testified that 
[the apples were purchased as be- 
‘ing well within the law require- 
ments. He stated that Saturday 
(Mr. Hayes came to the store afd 
inspected the apples and at that 
-time passed on them. Monday he 
-Treturned to the store and con- 
demned two boxes which Mr. 


He took a box it in 
his machine, took it te the cold 
storage plant and there sealed 

,only removing it for the trial. When 
the trial was postponed he put the 
apples back in cold storage. He 
said he did not see where 
they, were placed, that he put no 
identifying mark on the box be- 
fore leaving the store.

Despite his trip to Burope and 
his association with politicians, big and litt) 
in the high-pressure atmosphere of Wasi- 
ington, the Senator brought nothing new 
with him on his return to California. He is 
as full of hate and harsh words as ever and, 
as usual, is induatriously seeking an issue 
upon which to hang his own political for- 
tunes, 

Hiram Johnson, himself and his backers 
to the contrary notwithstanding, has never 
created an issue and has never espoused 
one except for personal advantage. Right 
now he is attempting to make the econo 
my policies of Gov. Richardson and the 
journalistic policies of Harry Chandler of 
the Los Angeles Times serve him in his 
hour of great political need, but the odds 
are against . 

The people Of California and of the nation 
are weary of Johnson's peculiar brand of 
destructivism. In this State the people know 


that Johnson's attacks upon Richardson
